THE POSTAL CONGRESS. 


A Notable Convention Which Will 
Meet in Washington. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, June 20.—Edward 
Hohen of Berne, Switzerland, director 
of the Universal Postal Union, who has 
been in conference with Postmaster- 
General Wilson for several days, has 
completed ‘arrangements for holding 
the postal congress in Washington, 
beginning the first Wednesday in May, 
1897. The congress will be in session 
for seven weeks and there will be 
about 125 delegates present, represent- 
ing every civilized nation in the world. 
The Universal Postal Union has been 
in existence about sixteen years, and 
this will be the third universal con- 
gress, the others having been held in 
Vienna and Paris. They are held every 
six years. The.delegates to this con- 
gress will have authority from the na- 
tions which they represent to sign 
agreements binding their respective 
governments to adopt the recommenda- 
tions of this congress as to a better- 
ment of the world’s postal facilities. 
The chief object of the congress will 
be to adjust mail regulations the world 
over on a uniform basis, to increase 
the rates uniformly on parcel post 
and adopt uniform money exchange 
and registry regulations. ‘This gov- 
ernment has agreed to provide the or- 
dinary conveniences for the congress, 
such as a meeting-place and offices for 
the officers of the congress. des 
providing excursions to Indian Head, 
Arlington, Annapolis and Gettysburg 
and other entertainment, this govern- 
ment will probably undertake to give 
the delegates an excursion by special 
train from Washington to San Fran- 
cisco by way of New Orleans, return- 
ing by way of Portland, St. Paul and 

Chicago. 

Director Hohen speaks only his na- 
tive tongue, and the services of an in- 
terpreter were required in all his con- 
ferences with Postmaster-General Wil- 
son and Assistant Postmaster-General 
Nielson. He has expressed himself as

Manitoba“ Reply to the School Ques-

WINNIPEG, June 20.—The closing 
hours of the debate on the school ques- 
tion in the Manitoba Legislature were 
the most interesting of the whole ses- 
sion. O’Malley, leader of the opposi- 
tion, said that he was as good a Prot- 
estant as any of the government or op- 
position, but he held that in the palmi- 
est days of the Church of Rome in Can- 
ada that church never tried to exert 
its influence to the same extent as the 
Protestant clergy, who di their 


sgraced 
‘holy office, desecrated their pulpits and 


smirched the cause of religion in the 
mire of politics. O’Melley moved an 
amendment which urges the adoption 
of the Ontario school system here. 

Martin read a telegram from Detroit 
which he said indicated that a false 
synopsis of his remarks had been tele- 
graphed to portions of the American 
press. He still contended that the pub- 
lic-school system of the United States 
had been condemned by several cler- 
gymen. 

Premier Greenway, in closing the de- 
bate, was pleased that the opposition 
had at last. decided to place themselves 
on record on the school question. IIe 
said that it was evident the opposition 
had practically declared themselves in 
favor of separate schools. 

The speaker called for a division of 
the house on the O'Malley amendment, 
which was defeated by 6 to 29. The 
amendment of Pendergast received only 
four votes, while the original resolution 
embodying the reply of the government 
to Ottawa was adopted by 28 to 10.

BRUNSBUTTEL, June 20.—(By At- 

lantic Cable.) At 8:45 o'clock this 

morning the imperial yacht Hohenzol- 
lern, with Emperor William and the 

Princes on board, entered the western 

water-gate of the Baltic and North 

Sea Canal in order to formally open 

it. The gate was Magnificently decor- 

ated. The Hohengollern passed through 
amid ringing cheers The bands played 
the national antliem, and the crowds 
joined heartily in the chorus. His Maj- 
esty stood on k and. bowed his 

thanks with visible emotion. At 4 

o'clock the Hohemzollern severed the 

threads stretched @cross the canal, and 
commenced the passage of the new 

waterway. 

ANIMATION AT KIEL. 

KIEL, June The weather today 
was magnificent, and the greatest ani- 
mation prevailed everywhere. At the 
earliest hours thousands were already 
en route to Holtenau and Leavensalle 
to await the arrival of the imperial 
procession from Brunsbuttel. A spec- 
ial train conveying the representatives 
of the press arrived from Hamburg at 
5 o'clock. The shipping in the harbor 
was profusely décorated with bunting, 
and the port presented a very pictur- 
esque appearance. The stands on the 
neighboring heights were filled with 
Sightseers, and masses of people un- 
able to obtain seats were grouped 
every where. 

This being the fifty-eighth anniver- 
Sary of the sion of Queen Victoria 
to the throne Great Britain, by spec- 
ial command af Emperor William, a 
royal salute was fired at noon from 
all German warships, which at the 
same time hoisted the British flag to 
the strains of « n N 80

press assembled on the Prince Walde- 
mar, a steamer allotted to their use 
for the day, and were welcomed by Dr. 
Hamann of the Foreign Office. Dr. 
Hamann addressed them as follows: 

“As a representative of the Foreign 
Office it is my agreeable duty to wel- 
come you on board this vessel. I 
trust that in the fulfillment of your 
arduous duties you will succeed in 
combining the useful with the agree- 
able. I am sure that you will closely 
follow the events and see things as 
they are meant, and interpret them by 
the light of the words which fell from 
the Emperor's lips yesterday evening, 
that this is an enterprise and a work 
of peace and civilization.” . 

The representatives of the press 
greeted the concluding words with en- 
thusiastic cheers. The Prince Walde- 
mar then started for Holtenau, passing 
through the lines of the warships 
dressed with a multitude of flags, pre- 
senting a magnificent spectacle. The 
press-boat finally anchored opposite 
the sluice-gates at Holtenau to await 
the coming of the Emperor. 

ALONG THE WATERWAY. 

RENDESBURG, June 20.—Early this 
morning the influx of sightseers was 
enormous. Various local and visiting 
associations and schools, headed by 
bands, marched to the stands set apart 
for their use, and prepared to enjoy 
the view of the imperial procession 
through the canal. The Hohenzollern

THE ENTRY INTO KIEL. 

HAMBURG, June 20.—The demeanar 

of the French admiral, Menard, and 
his officers toward Prince Henry of 
Prussia was cordial and left the best 
impression upon the Kaiser’s brother 
and Admiral Knorr, the German naval 
commander-in-chief. 
It is understood that the joint entry 
of the French and Russian squadrons 
into Kiel harbor was arranged before- 
hand by telegraph. It had certainly been 
taken in the light of a demonstration 
which Russians declare to have been 
merely a coincidence. The Bismarck- 
lan organ attribute it to French in- 
trigue. 

It is reported that the authorities of 
the Kiel arsenal intend to dismiss a 
number of Socialist workmen who 
fraternized with the sailors of the 
French fleet, though on private vessels. 
The Weser Zeitung publishes an alarm- 
ist article prophesying that the vessels 
passing through the canal will go 
aground; that the banks will give way 
and that many other accidents will oc- 
cur to mar the festivities. 

AN ACCOMPLISHED FACT. 

HOLTENAU, June 20.—The Hohen- 
zollern reached the canal lock here at 
12:40 o’clock, the first vessel to formally 
pass through the canal, and was 
greeted with vociferous cheers from the 
mass of spectators. The Hohenzollern 
replied with guns to the salutes of the 
foreign warships, and the opening of 
the Baltic and North Sea Canal was 
an accomplished fact. 

The arrival of the Hohenzollern was 
witnessed by the Empress of Germany, 
Princess Henry of Prussia and their 
suites, who occupied the Hotel Belle- 
vue. The Kaiser-Adler, with the Ger- 
man kings and grand dukes on board, 
completed the passage of the canal at 
12:15 o' clock. and the last vessel of the 
procession passed at 1:15 o'clock.

San Francisco, New York and Colum- 
bia of the United States squadron; the 
Roumanian gunboat Mircra; the Dan- 
ish gunboat Alkaamar; the Port 
gunboat Faud. 

On the whole, the passage of the 
canal by the imperial procession was a 
success, although there were slight 
mishaps. The British royal yacht Os- 
borne grounded and all the vessels fol- 
lowing her had to anchor for a long 
time. Eventually, however, she was 
floated and proceeded on her way to 
Holtenau, but the mishap caused quite 
a break in the procession. The war- 
ships of the United States, the San 
Francisco, New York, Columbia and 
Marblehead, which latter vessel took 
part in the procession, formed striking 
features of the national display, stand- 
ing out finely among the other vessels, 
which, as a rule, had colored hulls. 

As the French boat, the Surcouf, 
passed the principal points along the 
canal route she was greeted with 
hearty cheers, and the different bands 
played the Marsellaise“ as she went 
by, proudly flaunting the tri-color of 
France before the drawn-up troops of 
Germany. The French officers ac- 
knowledged the cheers from the ships 
by touching their caps and bowing, and 
when flags were dipped in honor of the 
passing of the Surcouf, the ensign of 
the French gunboat was promptly 
dipped in acknowledgement of the 
courtesy. Admiral Menard, the com- 
mander of the French squadron, enter- 
tained the officers of the German battle- 
ship Bayern on board the Hoche, the 
French flagship, today in return for a 
similar courtesy extended to the of- 
ficers of the Hoche yesterday. 

There was a wonderful scene today 
along the shores at the mouth of the 
canal at this place. Immense covered 
stands erected for the accommodation 
of sightseers were filled at the earliest 
hours by interested spectators in holi- 
day garb. There was great excitement 
when the people first caught sight of 
the imperial yacht, Hohenzollern, com- 
ing through the canal with the Em- 
peror on board. Some time elapsed 
while the water poured out of the 
sluices, lowering the stately vessel 
slowly but grandly to the level of the 
water of the harbor. Then the gates 
of the lock were opened, and the boat 
steamed out majestically into the open 
water. Suddenly three shots were fired 
in rapid succession from the German 
flagship, the Frederick William, giv- 
ing the signal for the saluting to be- 
gin. 

A deafening roar of artillery com- 
menced almost before the flashes of 
the last gun of the flagship had disap- 
peared, the noise of so many, guns 
from so many warships, drowning the 
enormous cheering which arose from 
thousands of throats, as His Majesty 
Emperor William II was standing 
alone on the bridge of the Hohenzol- 
lern in the full-dress uniform of an 
admiral of the fleet. When the salutes 
were finished, the bands on each ship 
struck up “Heil die Riegerkranz,” and 
followed this with the national anthem 
of the country. 

It is difficult to fully describe the gen- 
eral enthusiasm which prevailed. To 
the ordinary observer it seemed as if all 
the nations of the earth had sent their 
warships here to do honor to the Em- 
peror of Germany, and the fact that the 
squadron had simply assembled here to 
celebrate the opening of the new water- 
way to the Baltic and North Seas seemed 


to be entirely lost sight of, especially 


by the masses of people ashore, who 
cheered with wild enthusiasm, as the 
Hohenzollern steamed to her anchorage 


with the Emperor bowing from side to 


side as the beautiful yacht passed the 
various war-vessels, and acknowledging 
salutes by touching his hand to his hat. 

After the Hohenzollern anchored, din- 
ner was served on board, of her and the 
Grand Duke Alexis of Russia, the King 
of Saxony and the King of Wurtemberg 
and the various grand dukes and 
princes @moarded the imperial yacht and 
congratulated the Emperor on the suc- 
cess of the canal opening. 

This evening the town and harbor 
are brilliantly iNuminated. Despite a 
thunder-storm * heavy fall of rain, 
the streets of t town are densely 
crowded. A grand ball was given to- 
night at the Marine Academy, which 
was attended by the officers and the 
distinguished guests representing all 
the nations which are in attendance 
upon the fetes. There were 3000 guests 
present when the ball began at 8:30 
o'clock. Emperor William and Empress 
Augusta arrived shortly after 10 
o'clock, and held a reception, at which 
the foreign naval officers were pre- 
sented to them. 


WRECK OF A “FLYER.” 


REMARKABLE ESCAPE OF 
PASSENGERS, 


MANY 


Five Persons Are More or Less In- 
jured in a Smash-up Near Hous- 
ton—The Train About to Ran into 
a Creek Swollen by Heavy Rains. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

HOUSTON (Tex.,) June  20.—The 
north-bound flyer“ of the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas road was wrecked 
at a point ten miles north of here last 
night. The wreck occurred at a 
branch of White Oak bayou, which is 
usually dry, but which had been 
swollen by heavy rains. Engineer 
Henry Garrett, when within twenty 
yards of the bridge, saw it sag and ap- 
plied the air-brakes, which partially 
reduced the momentum of the train. 
The engine stuck close to the track, 
while the tender, baggage car, smoker 
and two coaches left the track and 
turned over. Conductor Johnson 
walked back to Houston, a distance of 
about eight miles, and a relief train 
was dispatched to the scene with sur- 
geons. The wreck presented a horrible 
sight, and how anybody escaped in- 
stant death is a mystery. The injured’

J. W. SLOCUM of Smithville, a fire- 
man, internally injured. 

JOHN GRAHAM of Cane Island; in- 
jured in back, hip and side; may die. 

T. D. RENFRO of Denison; badly in- 
jured in the back. Renfro is a bag- 
gagemaster, and his home is Sulphur 
Springs, Ky. 
BUTLER DAVIS of New Ulm; in- 
jured in chest and jaw broken. 

ALLEN JOHNSON, 5 years old, be- 
longs in Trinity; injured in the hip. 

The injured were brought to Houston 
and placed in a hospital. It is feared 
that some are injured internally. The 
track is blocked, and it will be sev- 
eral hours before it is cleared. There 
were fifty-two passengers on the train, 
and considering that two of the coaches 
were reduced to kindling-wood their 
escape from death is miraculous. Two 
other coaches were turned upside down. 


THE W. C. T. U. 


A Reception to the Delegates at the 
Mansion House. 


LONDON, June 20.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) At the second days session of 
the world’s W.C.T.U., the report of the 
secretary, Miss Anna Gordon of Bos- 
ton, was presented.

CONVICTED OF FORGERY. 


Am Ex-millionaire and Ex-mayor as 
a Felon. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 20.—Alonzo 
J. Whiteman, the young man who has 
a in spending $1,000,000 in. five 
» Was today convicted of forgery. 
Whitman came here on March 13 of 
last year, and, while living at the Oc- 
cidental Hotel, ran up several bills 
about town, amounting in all to about 
$1000. He was here only a brief time, 
but he spent his money freely and paid 
his bills in checks. These were found 
to forged, and Whiteman was ar- 
rested and brought here for trial. 
Whiteman, in his own defense, ad- 
mitted that he had written some of the 
checks that he had circulated, sign- 
ing them, as well as writing them. 
Frank Dixon, whose name was signed 
to a check, was his father’s old partner 
in the lumber business in Michigan, he 
said he had loaned Dixon money years 
ago, and this check for $500 had been 
sent by Dixon in payment of the debt. 
He declared that it was a bona fide 
check, signed by Dixoh, and it was no 
fault of his if the signer of the check 
did not have money in the bank to 
meet it.

EISEN’S ESTATE. 


The Pioneer Vineyardist Leaves His 
Property to His Children.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 20.—Francis 
T. Eisen, the pioneer vineyardist, who 
died in this city last Saturday, left a 
$400,000 or $500,000 estate, comprising 
property in this city and in Alameda, 
Marin, Solano and Fresno counties. 
There is a mortagae on the Fresno vine- 
yard, however, reducing the actual as- 

sets to $300,000 or less. 

The estate is given in trust for fifteen 
years for Eisen’s two daughters, Mary 
Eisen and Eleanor Lopez. From this 
trust a monthly allowance of $150 is to 
be paid to each of the children, while 
the business of the Eisen vineyard is to 
be continued for the purpose of paying 
off a mortgage and closing other in- 
debtedness. At the expiration of the fif- 
teen years the estate is to be given in 
equal shares to the four children of the 
testator: Eleanor Lopez, wife of Ra- 
phael Lopez of San Salvador; Mary C. 
Eisen, Augustine Eisen and Adelaide 
Eisen. From the estate as it now 
stands $95,000 to be paid to a relative in 
Sweden. 

Amy Vignier, Mary Eisen and Eleanor 

are named as executors of the 
will with full power over the estate and 
to act without bonds. The Eisen vine- 


yard at Fresno is valued at from $300,- 
000 to $400,000.

WHOLESALE IMPORTATIONS OF 
CHINESE COOLIES. 
Temporarily Admitted Under an Act 
of Congress, They Fail 
to Go Back. 


The Notorious “Little Pete” and 
Leong Nam Hoodwink the 
Customs Officials. 


Four Handred Celestials /Brought 
to the Midwinter Fair and Five 
Hundred More to be Shipped 
to Atianta—The Profits. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 20.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The kind of fraud 
and neglect in the San Francisco Cus- 
tomhouse has just come to light. By 
means of it, the notorious “Little Pete“ 
and Leong Nam have succeeded in 
landing 400 Chinese coolies, who are 
now distributed through the State. So 
easily did they hoodwink the collec- 
tor, that they are now preparing to 
land 500 more Celestials. By the first 
deal the conspirators netted between 
$70,000 and $100,000. The coolles they 
smuggled were those who came under 
the protection of an act of Congress 
to the Chinese concession at the Mid- 
winter Fair. 

Leong Nam and “Little Pete” organ- 
ized a Chinese Exposition Company and 
agreed to tax each imported coolie 
$300. The collector promised to send all 
these Chinese back, but the deputy who 
was sent to watch them, was singu- 
larly careless, and the collector was 
forgetful, so Leong Nam still holds 400 
return tickets to China. 

Nam is now in Hong-Kong arrang- 
ing his second voyage of importation. 
The objective point this time ts Atlanta, 
Ga., the scene of the Southern exposi- 
tion. Nam is now wealthy and gener. 
ous when generosity is a commercial 
virtue. His gigantic deal by which he 
smuggled 400 Chinese into the country 
has made him better able to land thwse 
to come. The arrival will be known to 
his company in due time. As yet Col- 
lector Wise knows nothing of the at- 
fair. The Chinese who will come with 
Leong Nam are intended to represent 
the celestial empire at the Atlanta Fair. 
It is highly probable that most of them 
will remain in San Francisco. 


The Future of Wheat. 


J. A. Filcher, secretary of the State 
Board of Trade, does not take the despond- 
ent view of wheat-growing that has been 
widely held and confidently proclaimed. It 
has been the opinion of many that the 
wheat area of the world is only partially 
developed, and that the yield of the fu- 


ply so great that wheat-growing will no 
longer be profitable. But Mr. Filcher 
holds that the maximum yield of the world 
has practically been reached, and that 
growers need not fear a greatly increased 
crop from any country in the world. On 
this subject he remarked to a Chronicle re- 
rter: - 

wel have before me a statistical table with 
comparative Hnes, showing the wheat crop 
of the world in the aggregate and by 
countries for the years from 1885 to 1894, 
inclusive. It is prepared from data sup- 
plied by the Agricultural Department at 
Washington, and ought to be sufficiently 
reliable for the basing of calculations. A 
close study of the figures leads to the con- 
clusion that wheat in the world has 
reached the maximum in yield and conse- 
quently the minimum in price, and that in 
the not-far-distant future wheat-growing 
will again be a profitable industry. 

“For years the prices of meats (beef, 
mutton, etc.,) have ruled low because the 
supply has been great, but today the prices 
of these important articles of consumption 
are steadily advancing, and the prediction 
is already made that, owing to the gradual 
but sure restriction of the flelds for the 
raising of cattle, sheep, etc., the meat of 
these animale will never again in this 
generation be as low as they have been. 
The idea is quite prevalent that the higher 
price of meats has come to stay. When one 
stops to study the subject of wheat he will 
find that the regions of the earth capable 
of its successful production are, to a cer- 
tain extent. restricted. But little wheat 
‘a raised nearer the equator than 35 dég., 
r further from it than 50 deg. There are 


between lats. 35 and 50 deg., north and 
south of the equator. A close study of the 
profitable wheat area of these zones will 
show that they have been developed, with 
few exceptions. nearly up to their capacity. 
“The United States has practically 
reached its Hmit. By the application of 
water to its arid regions it may extend the 
acreage, but it is doubtful whether it will 
ever exceed ite yield of 1891. when it har- 
vested 612,000,000 bushels. Its crop in 1834 
was only 460,000,000 bushels, or about the 
average of its crop for the years from 1886 
to 1890 inclusive. The crop of France in 
1885 was 312.000.000 bushels, while cts 
average for the nine succeeding years, in- 
cluding the big crop of last year, has been 
only 300,000,000 bushels. India, which is 
held up as a great wheat mart, with end- 
less possibilities, produced in 1885 299,000,- 
000 bushels, while its average for the pine 
years since, including its good crop of last 
year and the year before, has only been 
250,000,000 bushels. Austria, Roumania, 
Turkey in Europe, Servia, 
Minor, Persia and Syria had 
in 1892, 1893 and 1894, averaging for the 
three years 207,000,000 bushels; and yet, in 
1888 these same countries gave a yield of 
230,000,000 bushels. Germany, Belgium, 
Netherlands, Switzerland, Denmark, Swe- 
den and Norway had big crops for the 
past three years, but the average was little 
more than the same countries produced in 
1887. Italy's biggest crops were in 1590 
and 1891, and yet, for three years since, | 
her wheat crop has been large, exceeding 
the average of the crops in that country 
for the five years prior to 1890. Spain and 
Portugal had a big crop in 1894, considera- 
bly exceeding their average, and yet their 
biggest crops were in 1885 and 1886. Hun- 
gary has had a succession of good crops 
for five years, yet the wheat yield of that 
country last year lacked 6,000,000 bushels 
of being up to the yield of 1887. Great 
Britain and Ireland are falling off in their 
wheat production, and yet their crops were 
#0 large last year and in 1892 that they 
only lacked 2,000,000 bushels of being up 
to the yield of those countries for 18%6. 
“The Caucasus figures in the wheat cut- 
put of the world of late years, yet it is not 
showing an increase. Bulgaria, Crotia, 
Slavonia, Bosnia, Herzegovina and Cy- 
prus are producing no more wheat now 
than they did in past years. Canada has 
had four good wheat years, beginning with 
1891, but its crop of last year was only 
4,000,000 bushels more than its crop of ten 
years ago. The past three years showed 
large crops for Australia, though that 
country’s greatest crop was in 1887. Al- 
geria,. Egypt and Cape Colony had 29.000, 
000 bushels last year, as against 30,000,000 
bushels for 1892, yet the biggest crop cf 
those countries was in 1886, when their 
combined yield was 53,000,000 bushels. 
Japan had more than an average crop last 
year, but its greatest crop by a million 
bushels was in 1891. Other smaller wheat 
countries are about holding their own. 
Russia in 1891 had a very short crop, as 
did several other countries. Since that 
year, however, Russia has had three very 
favorble seasons, its crop of 1894 being 
the largest in its history. Its crop in 
1888, however, was 328,000,000 bushels, as 
against an average since that date, includ-

the year before, of only 269,000,000 bushels. 

‘There is only one other wheat 
country to notice, and that is South 
America. The wheat zone across that 
continent embraces mostly Argentine and 
Chile. Here—and here alone in all the 
world, to a noticeable degree, excepting, 
possibly, in Ruesia—is the increasing 
wheat yield due to an increase in acreage. 
But even here the increase is not sufficient 
to be at all alarming. Russia, admitting 
an increased acreage and knowing the 
hed an exceptionally good yield, had only 
56,000,000 bushels more of wheat in 1894 
than she had in 1888; and Argentine and 
Chile together increased their output in 
the last ten years from 25,000,000 bushels 
98,000,000 bushels. ex- 
cess, due mainly to a favorable yield, 
and Argentine’s and Chile’s excess, admit- 
tedly due in the former case to an in- 
creased acreage, aggregate only about 120,- 
000,000 bushels, which is no more than the 
variation in the crop of the United States 
between a good year and a moderately 
good year. Argentine, Russia, India, 
Egypt, etc.—countries that are held out 
as bugaboos to the American wheat- 
grower—are not bugaboos to an extent 
sufficient to be alarming. 

“But, then, it is a fact that there is 
an excess of wheat and that prices are 
depressed accordingly. The query will 
naturally arise, if the countries 
and referred to as rapidly developing wheat 
regions are not producing the excess, 
where does it come from? A review of the 
figures heretofore given will answer this 
question. While none of the wheat 
countries, as we have shown, except Rus- 
sia and Argentine (and we might confine 
the exception to Argentine), have had big- 
ger crops during recent years than they 
have had in some previous years, yet they 
have all, or nearly all, had big crops at 
the same time. We have pointed out that 
each of the wheat countries of the world, 
with the one or two exceptions named, 

had in some past year during the 
decade as great a wheat crop or greater 
than its crop of last year, or for two or 
three preceding years, and yet by reason 
of the universality of good crops the ag- 
gregate wheat yield of the world for the 
last few years has been greatly aug- 
mented. For instance, in 1891 the wheat 
crop of the world aggregated 2,370,000,000 
bushels, which was 214,000,000 bushels 
more than the average output of the world 
for the six preceding years. But on top 
of this the yield increased in 1892 to 2. 
414,000,000 bushels. In 1893 we had an- 
other big crop, aggregating 2,427,000,000 
bushels and in 1894, on top of three suc- 
cessive fruitful wheat years, we had the 
enormous yield of 2,590,000,000 bushels. 

“Is it to be wondered at that the price 
of wheat is low? The world’s crop of 1894 
was 443,000,000 bushels more than the av- 
erage crop for the six years from and in- 
cluding 1885 to 1890, and 163,000,000 bush- 
els more than the unusually large crop 
of the year before. The entire crop of In- 
dia and South America for 1894 put to- 
gether aggregating only 356,000,000 bushels 
so that the excess of 443,000,000 bushels, 
for that year over the average of the first 
six years of the last decade could not have 
come from those countries. It came, as 
we have said, because all the wheat coun- 
tries bad big crops at the same time. 
From this showing the conclusion follows 
that the new wheat worlds which are 
being opened up are not threatening the 
wheat business. From the showing made 
by these official figures, it would appear 
that there are no threatening signs. The 
present low prices will induce its consump- 
tion by people and countries that hercto- 
fore have been strangers to white bread. 
The effect of the present condition will be 
to enlarge the demand, and as soon as 
we have a year (whether it will be 1895 
or later only Providence can determine) 
when all the wheat countries are without 
a big wheat crop, that year wheat, it is 
fair to assume, will advance in price, and 
when it starts to rise, it is very doubtfu! 
whether it will ever again drop to the 
figures of 1894 and the early months of 
1895. The wheatfields of the world are 
Umited, and they are now nearly all under 
cultivation. It is not reasonable to sup- 
pose that they will all continue to yleld 
good crops all the time; but, if they should 
there is a limit to production, while, owing 
to the increase of the world’s population 
and the spreading markets for wheat and 
wheat products the demand will continue 
and will grow, and the day is likely to 
come in the age of the present wheai- 
grower when thoughtful men will say, as 
they are now saying of our meat supplies, 
that the age of low-priced wheat has gone 
never to return.“ 


Bees Helpful in Horticulture. 


(M. D. Andes in Southern Cultivator 
and Dixie Farmer:) The impression is 
prevalent among fruit-growers that 
bees injure fruit, when a careful study 
of the subject will convince any one, 
not only to the contrary, but confirm 
them in the fact that bees are helpful. 
For the benefit of those who doubt the 
above statement, and who would de- 
light in the pursuit of bee-keeping in 
connection with horticulture, if this im- 
pression could be removed, I wish to 
place before them the paper read at a 


recent meeting of the Iowa Horticul- | 


— 


tural Society, by Hon. Eugene Secor. 
He said: 

It is an old and true saying that noth- 
ing was ever created without a purpose. 
If we do not always discern at first 
glance the purpose of the Creator, it is 
because we do not understand his ways. 

The adaptation of meang to ends is 
beautifully illustrated in nature. Plants 
and animals are dependent upon each 
other for the highest development of 
both, or either. Our nutritious grasses 
Mustrate this truth. Bluegrass is only 
found in its perfection where cattle 
feed upon it and spread its seeds in na- 
ture’s way. And the noble short-horn 
is only possible where such rich grasses 
abound. 

One of nature’s laws, which, like 
those of the ancient Medes and Per- 
sians, never change, is “Thou shalt 
not intermarry.” Inbreeding is as re- 
pulsive to inanimate life as to civilized 
society. But plants are unable to 
travel and seek their consorts in remote 
family connections. Insects, however, 
do travel, and since the pollen-dust 
which is provided in the blossom as the 
life-giving element to other flowers, is 
just the food needed to develop the 
larval insect, bees, as well as an 
pollen-eating insects, while in quest of 
the natural food for the young of their 
kind, in passing from flower to flower. 
carry the fetilizing dust on legs and 
bodies, and unwittingly act as agents 
in cross-fertilizing the plants which 
they visit. 

A bee, in obtaining the load which 
it can carry on its legs to the hive, 
probably visits on an average fifty 
blossoms. Oftentimes these are grow- 
ing quite remote from each other. 
Hence the chances are increased that 
some of the dust adhering to the bee's 
legs or body will be rubbed against the 
receptive pistils of plants so distantly 
related that inbreeding is prevented. 

It is well known, too, that in many 
plants the stamens and pistils do not 
arrive at that particular stage of devel- 
opment when fertilization takes place, 
at the same time. This is another of 
nature’s plans to prevent too close in- 
breeding, and another reason why bees 
and other insects are necessary to the 
complete fructification of the fruits as 
well as the highest development of 
plant life. 

But bees do not always live on the 
nitrogenous food which pollen-bearing 
plants furnish. Mature bees live on 
honey. This is the only proper food 
for them after maturity. Hence the 
nectar in the flowers. It tempts the 
bee to enter, with the hope that some 
of its pollen dust may be carried to a 
distantly related plant, or that some 
already adhering to its body may be 
brushed against its receptive pistils. 

The primary object of nectar in flow- 
ers was not to furnish man a dainty 
and delectable sweet, but as an induce- 
ment to insects to visit the plant and . 
accomplish for it what it could not, 
unaided, do. The fact that man has 
learned by observation and experience 
that bees will gather and store more 
honey than they need for winter, and 
has turned the instinct of this indus- 
trous worker to his own advantage and 
profit, does not prove that this is not 
a secondary object of their creation. 

Bees are as necessary in the economy 
of nature as birds. They take no life 
from the plant which they visit, but 
give life through fructification, and in 
the added vigor which comes from 
cross-fertilization. The drop of nec- . 
tar is of no advantage to the plant, 
if not appropriated, for it soon evapo- 
rates and is wasted. Hees, therefore. 
while performing a valuable service to 
the farmer in the fertilization of 
clover, to the horticulturist in assisting 
him to a full crop of fruit, to the flor- 
ist and market gardener by constant 
and friendly visits, add another re- 
source to rural economy, which, with- — 
out their aid, would be scattered to 
the four winds of heaven.

lation. When facts are probed it is 
found that the unfortunate results are 
to be traced directly to the producers. 
It is the old story of one grower being 
skeptical of the good faith of the other 
8 They are afraid to co-operate. 

hey enter into a verbal agreement to 
do so, but, like Western passenger 
railway associations, they only do 80 
for the purpose of seeing how far their 
individual ingenuity will enable them 
to get the best of the others collec- 
tively. During the last two successive 
years the raisin-grape growers, includ- 
ing those of Fresno county, agreed to 
pool their issues by the consignment 
of their product through certain chan- 
nels. Instead of confining their ship- 
ments to a few great houses, they di- 
verted their streams cf raisins into so 
many small channels that when each 
arrived at its destination there were not 
enough raisins in it to make a decent 
sized plum-pudding. 

This tells the whole story. 

A few facts will help to mustrate 
it. California last year produced 4000 
railway cars of raisins, (shipments are 
only referred to.) Of this quantity 
Fresno county and adjacent districts 
produced 3500 cars, and the other 
counties of Southern California the re- 
mainder. Out of this total quantity of 
4000 cars, one-half went through the 
agreed channels, the other half Wid 
not. The half that didn’t was a sort 

of “free lance,” “go as you please,” 
and the way it did please to go was 
enough to knock the profits out of those 
who did as they agreed to do, while 
at the same time it brought itself as 
near to bankruptcy as it ever wants 
to get. The moral to be deduced from 
this is clear, and it is this: If you 
are sure you can individually market 
your produce at a profit to yourself 
and the consumer, do so. When you 
are not sure you can do this, agree 
with your neighbor to consign your 
product through a responsible commis- 
sion house. Don’t think that because 
your neighbor is consigning through 
one house that you can do better by 
consigning through another house. 
That is a fatal mistake. You bring 
the two houses into conflict, and you, 
as the grower, wil always get the 
worst of it. 


’ DRIED DECIDUOUS FRUITS. Con- 
tracts for dried apricots for the present 
year—apricots being the first to come 
on the market—are being entered into. 
The crop throughout the State is a 
short one, but the fact that the peach 
crop is long figures in apricot calcu- 
lations to a considerable extent. The 
result is that the best offer yet made 
for 1895 dried apricots is 7% cents a 


pound, less 5 per cent. commission for 


July 15 delivery. Dryers so far are not 
responding liberally to these figures, 
although it is stated that some con- 
tracts for small quantities have been 
made at 7% cents a pound. The prob- 
lem is a difficult one. One fact, how- 
ever, is clear, that when dried apricots 
are dear and dried peaches are cheap, 
the latter sell and the former don’t. 
That is a simple fact that the apricot 
dryers must deal with to suit them- 
selves. In connection with this, anc 
as a further basis for apricot-growers 
to figure on, it may be stated that con- 
servative calculations put the hold- 
over of dried apricots in Southern Cali- 
fornia at 140 carloads, of which about 
one-half is in Ventura county. Again, 
as another factor to deal with, it may 


be stated that Vaca Valley, which us- 


ually has an average of 300 carloads of 
dried apricots to ship, will not have 
this year much more than ten car- 
loads. The decrease in that valley 
about offsets the hold-over in Southern 
California in that product. Last year 
the shipments of dried apricots were 
1200 carloads; this year they will prob- 
ably not exceed 600 carloads. 

In dried prunes there are still in 
Southern California about 150 carloads 
of last year’s crop, but this will not 
cut much of a figure in the quantity to 
go forward this season. This, however, 
is not intended to mean that the crop 
of 1895 is going to be a large one. It is 
not. Reports clearly show that outside 
of Santa Clara Valley, parts of So- 
noma county, and what may come from 
Tulare county, the crop is generally 
short. Good prunes will fetch as high a 
price this year as they did last year. 
The aes crop is not considered. 


OLIVE OIL. An effort is going to be 
made in New York to educate the peo- 
ple of that city to a knowledge of the 
fact that good olive oil can be, and is 
being produced in California. Such a 
statement read out here in Los Angeles 
is productive of much laughter. We 
feel a sort of contemptible pity on New 
Yorkers that they have not acquired 
such a knowledge long ago. After 
all,Los Angeles is further removed from 
New York ‘than Liverpool is. It is 
therefore nothing strange that the New 
Yorker should be ignorant of what the 
United States produce. But leaving 
the New Yorker in his intense igno- 
rance alone, the Pharmaceutical Era 

says Charles Sterns, of the firm of 
‘Charles Sterns & Sons, will show at a 
meeting in New York to judges of oil 
that California produces a superior 
article of olive oil to that which is im- 
ported and generally offered for sale. 
The Era says in explanation of Mr. 
Sterns’s action that he does not expect 
to make any money out of what he is 
doing, but says his motive is purely a 
sentimental one. Let Mr. Sterns’s mo- 
tive be what.it may, so long as it is an 
honest one, the olive-oil makers of 
Southern California should put them- 
selves into communication with Mr. 
Sterns at once and give him, to that 
end, all the assistance in their power. 
Mr. Sterns sizes up the situation in this 
fashion: If you want to buy goose 
grease under the guise and label of 
olive oil, buy it and be d—elighted with 
it, if your stomach can stand it. If on 
the other hand you want to buy olive 
oll, pure and healthful, the same as you 
would buy your meat from the butcher, 
then you must buy the California oil. 
You can buy the imported goose grease 
cheaper, but even the good Lord, who 
helps all things and all bodies, when 
called on, won't help the wretched 
stomach that prefers goose grease to 
pure olive oil.

Brown was the curious feature of the 
first decision, and made the action of 
the court strangely anomalous and dis- 
creditable to the highest tribunal in the 
country. In the first decision a major- 
ity of the court held that a tax on real 
property being a direct tax, a tax on 
the rents and profits of such property 
was also direct, and consequently could 
only be levied by the Federal govern- 
ment by apportioning it among the 
States according to population. But 
a majority of the court held that a tax 
on personal property and its income 
was not direct. Therefore the law was 
mutilated. Part of it stood as consti- 
tutional and part fell as unconstitu- 
tional. The owners of real property 
and government bonds would have es- 
caped taxation, while the producers of 
the country, the merchants, manufac- 
turers, farmers, wage-earners, and the 
professional classes, would have paid an 
income tax. This was a most unfortu- 
nate result of the Populistic at- 
tempt to divide the people of the 
country into classes on 
wealth. As the Supreme Court 
left the law by its first decision, it 
was such a montrosity as had never be- 
fore disgraced our statute-books. It re- 
lieved those who, on the principle which 
guided the framers of the statute, ought 
to have paid the larger share of the tax, 
and it recognized the right of a ma- 
jority of the people to escape all the 
burdens of government and to load 
them upon a minority whose thrift was 
coincident with and accountable for 
the prosperity of the country.} No law 
or theory was ever invented better gal- 
culated to transform a republic into a 
money oligarchy. 

Happily this maimed reminiscence of 
a Populistic measure is now completely 
wiped from the statute-book, and it is 
greatly to the credit of Justice Shiras 
* t he possessed the rare manliness to 

admit a change of mind on the subject 
concerning which he had differed from 
the four justices with whom he had 
agreed as to the constitutionality of a 
tax on incomes derived from real prop- 
erty. It was not by Justice Jackson's 
return to Washington to constitute a 
full bench for the rehearing that the 
court was enabled to reach this agree- 
ment, for Justice Jackson believed the 
whole law constitutional. If, therefore, 
Justice Shiras had not changed his 
mind, the law would have remained as 
it stood after the first decision, with the 
exception that the failure to agree as 
to the constitutionality of the income 
tax on personal property, through the 
even division of the justices, would 
have been changed to an agreement 
that such a tax is constitutional. As 
matters stand, Justice Jackson's return 
did not affect the result. 


Started by Trifles. 


(New York Tribune:) It would be in- 
teresting to learn the real origin of 
the recent disastrous war between 
China and Japan. Most conflicts of 
this kind are started by mere trifies. 
That between Germany and France was 
brought about by a snappish remark 
of old Emperor William to the French 
Ambassador at Ems, at a moment when 
it was believed that a satisfactory set- 
tlement of all differences between the 
two nations had been arrived at. Popu- 
lar tradition attributes the last Turko- 
Russian war to the blow of a Balkin 


blacksmith’s hammer upon the head of 
a Turkish tax collector. The famous 
Warof Succession in theeighteenth cen- 
tury, which retarded the development 
of civilization not only of Spain but 
also of all Europe by about a hundred 
years, resulted from a quarrel at the 
Court of Versailles about a glass of 
water. The most terrible and sangui- 
nary war in the annals of China is 
known by the name of the Teapot War, 
and was caused by the smashing of a 
valuable teapot belonging to a member 
of the reigning family while traveling in 
the northwestern provinces. Nearly a 
million lives were sacrificed in this 
conflict. 

Two of the minor principalities of 
Germany are on record as having gone 
to war in the thirteenth century to 
settle the momentous question as to the 
citizens of which principality could 
drink the most beer, while a bloody 
fight between Rome and Naples in the 
sixteenth century arose from a quarrel 
about a dog. Possibly, the Moors might 
still be established in Spain had it not 
been for the theft of a Castilian lady’s 
Sunday go-to-meeting petticoat by a 
Moorish dandy, who imagined it would 
look well on his own perosn, and who 
was poniarded for his act, his death 
giving rise to the war between Cross 
and Crescent, which resulted in the ex- 
pulsion from Europe of the Moorish 
creators of the Alhambra. The most 
terrible civil war in Afghanistan, which 
affected the whole of Central Asia and 
India in the early part of this century, 
was caused by a petty quarrel about a 
pipe, and no one need therefore be 
astonished if it eventually turns out 
that the recent war between China and 
Japan originated over a cup of tea, pos- 
sibly a cigarette. 


How She Keeps Her Freshness. 


(Blackwood’s Magazine: Until the 
physiological principles which account 
for the phenomenon are understood, it 

must remain a puzzling fact that an 
actress’s life should be more favorable 
to the preservation of good looks, and 
even of girlish freshness, than a life led 
by women who occupy their natural 
sphere and who cultivate (as they 
think) all the physical and moral vir- 
tues. 

A successful actress must work ex- 
tremely hard, generally by artificial 
light, and in a gas-befouled atmosphere. 
Her hours for work, meals and sleep 
are all utterly bad from the hygienic 
point of view, and not unfrequently she 
makes bad worse by falling into those 
Bohemian habits which are an imme- 
morial tradition of her class. Her se- 
cret apart from the laws regulating the 
expression and nutrition of the face, 
consists chiefly of avoidance of monot- 
ony and petty worries—those arch- 
enemies of feminine good looks and 
good temper. Her work, if arduous, is 
generally performed both with earnest- 
ness and lightness of heart; and, above 
all, she gets a sufficiency of bodily ex- 
ercise of the kind (although not under 
the conditions) most conducive to 
health, viz., exercise involving quick 
and general movements of the muscles, 
combined with a certain amount of 
menta! excitement. 


Blacked Boots to Buy Pews. 


(New York Times:) The women of 
the First Presbyterian Church of Port 
Jefferson, L. I., some time ago pledged 
themselves to earn money enough to 
supply the church with pews.

Bliondin and His Roepe. 


(Chambers Journal:) His 
when on tour consists of the following:

A large windlass at either end of the 
rope served to make it taut, while it 
was supported by two high poles. His 
balancing poles, of ash wood, vary in 
length, and are in three sections, and

pounds.. He is indifferent as to the 
height at which he is 
Blondin has never confessed to any 
nervousness on the rope, and while 
walking he generally looks eighteen oF 
twenty feet ahead and whistles or 
hums some snatch of a song. The 
time kept by a musical band has fre- 
quertly aided him in preserving his 
balance. Blondin is something of both 
carpenter and blacksmith, and is able 
to make his own models and fit up his 
own apparatus.

PROF. SEARCH DISMISSED. 


At its meeting last evening the Board 
of Education carried out the plan con- 
template? for some time, and dis 
myiseed the Superintendent of Schools, 
Prof. I'. W. Search. The pretext for 
bis dismiseal was that of ineligibility 
at the time of his appointment, by 
reason of non-citizeneship. Prof. 
Search's opponents relied upon the 
opinion of City Attorney Dunh, re 
cently given by reanest of the board. 
But they overlooked the fact, which 
was bronugitt to their attention by Prof. 
Search’s friends in the board, that his 
ineligibility will cease in a very short 
time, by reason of his having reetded. 
in California a year. They might have 
had an opinion from the City Attorney 
covering this ground, and showing that 
Prof. Search's reappointment would 
be entirely practicable, had they so de- 
sired. But that ort of an opinion was 
not in demand last evening. | 

_ ‘The simple fact of the matter ia as 

“ “The Times has heretofore pointed out, 
that Prof. Search was dismissed for 
other reasonsthan those put forward by 
the board as the cause of his dismisaal. 
At last night's meeting, as will be seen 
from the report printed in another 
coluim, Prof. Search's friends were 
allowed to do all the talking, while his 
enemies had very little to aay. It was 
a case where silence on the part of the 

latter was indeed goiden. The matter 
was “fixed up” in advance, and all 
that the professor's enemies had to do, 
as they well knew, was to vote at the 
proper time, according to previous 
agreement or understanding. 

The Times suspects that if the real 
reason for diemissing Search 
were plainly written, it would read 
somewhat like this: “Dismissed for at- 
tempting to introduce improved 
methods of instruction In the Los An- 
geles public schoola” 


While the question of a site for the 
city prison aud poliee headquarters is 
still in abeyance, the Council would, 
perhaps, do well to consider the ad- 
Vieability of securing enough ground 
t establish a yard in connection 
therewith where prisoners could be 
kept at work.

Prospecting fer Oil. 


The Crown Hills people are watching 
the Johnson oil well, on the corner of 
Third and Figueroa, with anxious in- 
terest. It is farther south than any of 
the other wells of the district, and if it 
proves a success, derricks will un- 
doubtedly spring up like a crop of 
mushrooms all around the pioneer. This 
well has had experiences. A permit to 
bore for oil on the property was re- 
fused, whereupon the owner took out a 
permit to bore for water. The day 
after the derrick was built, a playful 
wind tipped it over, but it was set up 
again and securely anchored.

PARK COMMISSIONERS. 


Xew Bandstand Proposed for West- 
lake Park. 


The Board of Park Commissioners 
met in special session yesterday morn- 
ing, the object of the meeting being to 
consider the plans for a new band- 
stand at Westlake Park, which were 
submitted by E. L. Cankin. The plans 
call for a building to cost over 31200. 
The question as to its location has 
not yet been decided, but it is probable 
that it will be placed with a portion 
projecting over the lake, and the re- 
mainder resting upon the land near 
the Seventh street line of the park. 
Final action in the matter has been 
postponed for one week. 

A communication was received by 
the board from the Fourth of July 
Executive Committee, asking permis- 
sion to use Central Park for meeting 
purposes on the day of the celebra- 
The request of the committee 
was granted. 

The question of purchasing the three 
bandstand pavilions from the Syca- 
more Grove people was discussed, and 
it was decided by the board to pay a 
visit to the premises and make a per- 
sonal inspection of the property of- 
fered for sale. The various members 
of the board met at the City Hall at 
4 o'clock, and from thence made a tour 
to Sycamore Grove, for the purpose 
mentioned. 


SEWER COMMITTEE. 


The Hollenbeck Sewer a Cause of 
Contention. 


The Sewer Committee met in regular 
session yesterday morning and listened 
to the representations of Contractor 
White, whose work in the construction 
of the Hollenbeck Arroyo sewer was al- 
leged to have been faulty and defective. 

Mr. White had deposited with the 
city the amount claimed by the Coun- 
cil, as due from him by reason of the 
defective work. performed, but pro- 
tested against the payment, and asked 
for a hearing before the Sewer Commit- 
tee. Attorney J. D. Jones represented 
Mr. White, and made an elaborate 
statement to the committee covering 
all the points in the case. 

After a careful consideration of the 
matter, the committee prepared the 
following report for recommendation 
to the Council: 

REPORT ON THE SEWER. 

“In the matter of the defects found 


in the construction of the Hollenbeck 


Arroyo sewer and the repairs of same 
recently made by the city and the re- 
sponsibility of the contractors for said 
defects, your committee beg leave to 
report that they have fully investigated 
this matter by oalling all parties con- 
cerned before them and taking such tes- 
timony from them as was obtainable. 

“From the City Engineer we find 
that the pipe used in this sewer was 
furnished by the city and was only of 
single strength, there being no double 
strength pipe obtainable in the city 
a: that time, and that the cement was 
furnished by the contractor, 

“From the foreman in charge of the 
recent repairs we find that some of the 
joints were imperfect, the pipe in some 
cases not coming together; we also 
find that the authorities in charge 
when the sewer was built knew that 
there was proposed to put a lake over 
the spot where these defects were 
found, consequently they should have 
been more particular in its construc- 
tion, and we find further that Mr. 
White, desiring to be fair in this mat- 
ter has deposited with the clerk the 
cost of the repairs made on the section 
of the sewer built by him, and, taking 
all these matters in connection ne with 
the other, the neglect of the vity to see 
that proper pipe went into the sewer, 
as well as the neglect of the contractors 
to make the proper joints, and desiring 
to deal fairly with all concerned, we are 
of the opinion that the city should tear 
one-half of the expense of these repairs 
and the contractors the other half, and 
we so recommend.”

The members of the Sewer Commit-

This sewer is the one into which the 
sewage from the County Hospital 
flows. and has become a nuisance of 
sufficient magnitude to attract the at- 
tention of the State Board of Hesith. 

The Board of Supervisors at their 
last meeting refused to allow the 
amount asked for by the Council as 
the board’s share of expense, and are 
now, after having been ordered by 
the State Health Officer to abate the 
nuisance, debating the question of re- 
moving the inmates of the County 
Hospital to the County Farm in order 
to escape the consequences which may 
ensue to them if the nuisance is al- 
lowed to continue.

WARRING EDITORS. 


The Italian Imbroglio Finds Its Way 
to Court.

This time it was between newspaper 
men, editors of the rival Italian papers, 
L’Ecco della Colonia and La Vespra.

A. Nobile, the-editor of La Vespra, sent 
a polite little note to Paladini, inform- 
ing him that, if these articles contin- 
ued to be published, he would be un- 
der the painful necessity of inserting 
a well-sharpened knife among Pala- 
dini’s vitals. Paladini failed to appre- 
ciate the courteous attention, and had 
Nobile arrested. 

The two made a vivid spectacle of 
themselves when the affair reached an 
interesting crisis, but were finally 
soothed into calm by judicial author- 
ity, and the affair was, to all outward 
appearances, amicably settled.

A GREEK ORATION. 


Unique Case of Morapoles Against 
White. 


Seldom has been seen within the 
sacred precincts of a courtroom such 
an explosion of mirth as shook the 
walls of Judge Young's court yester- 
day during the trial of Morapoles vs. 

The Judge tried nobly to pre- 
serve his magisterial dignity, but he 
was human, and to prevent an oc- 
casional smile from crinkling up the 
judicial countenance would have been 
beyond mortal power.

THAT BOND MATTER. 


WHAT PROMPTED THE STORY 
ABOUT FORGED SECURITIES. 


Improbable Tale by a Wall Street 
Agent—The Bonds May be Bogus, 
but the Advertisement is Genu- 
ine Enough. 


P. T. White, a representative of a 
New York firm of bond brokers, has ar- 
rived in Los Angeles to bid upon the 
city bonds, which are to be offered for 
sale next Monday. The firm of C. H. 
‘White & Co. was not well known here- 


about previous to the arrival of its Pa- 


cific Coast representative, but, thanks 
to an accident or an inspiration of ad- 
vertising genius, the name has become 
quite a familiar one. It may not have 
been solely a desire for free advertising 
that led Mr. White to disclose his im- 
portant (if true) information, for there 
are other theories which have support- 
ers. 

P. T. White, California representative 
of the firm of C. H. White & Co., was 
seen at the Westminster Hotel last 
evening. In response to inquiries re- 
garding an attempted floating of bogus 
bonds of Los Angeles through his firm, 
he replied; “I am unable to give you 
a great deal of information, for the 
reason that I, myself, am somewhat in 
the dark. All I can tell you is con- 
tained in the telegram: I received from 
the house while I was in San Francisco. 
This telegram contained the informa- 
tion that $40,000 worth of sewer and 
water tens of the city of Los Angeles 
had been offered them by a broker 
at an exceedingly low rate. The mes- 
sage further asked me to go to Los An- 
geles and investigate. Upon receipt 
of the message I telegraphed City Clerk 
Luckenbach, asking him whether there 
were any such bonds on the market. 
He did not answer the message, and 
told me after my arrival here that the 
10 per cent. ‘stumped’ him. I, of 
course, learned after my arrival that 
the city had no such issue of bonds, 
and so notified the home firm. I can- 
not, of course, give you the name of the 
broker. It would be an injustice to 
him, for I doubt not but that he will 
be as surprised as any one when he 
hears the issue of bonds is spurious. 
You understand that there are a great 
many brokers on Wall street who do 
not buy bonds themselves, but who 
negotiate the sale. This broker is one 
of the class, and is a straightforwa 
business man. That steps, if any, will 
be taken to run the party down who 
owns the bogus bonds, I am not pre- 
pared to say, but I presume it will be 
sifted to the. bottom.“ 

City Clerk Luckenbach when asked 
about the question, said: The first 
that I heard of the matter was when 
I received a telegram from a man sign- 
ing himself, P. T. White, asking me 
if the city was offering any emergency 
water tens for sale. Thinking he 
wanted to bid upon the bonds to be 
placed on the market next Monday, I 
sent him the cireular, books,  etc., 
Yesterday afternoon he walked into 
my office and announced that his firm 
in New York had been offered some 
emergency sewer and water bonds 
bearing 10 per cent. interest, I imme- 
diatély told him the city had never is- 
sued any 10-per cents., and we went 
over the Ust to see if there were any 
emergency sewer and water bonds out. 
The Ust showed there never had been 
any issued, He immediately telegraphed 
to New York that the offered bonds 
were spurious, 1 think, personally, 
that the offer, coming as it does at 
this time, was made to injure our 
credit in the Hast, and hurt the sale 
of our bonds to be sold next Monday, 
and get them at a lower premium. 1 
have no reason to offer for this sup- 
position, but, coming as it does upon the 
eve of the sale, it looks very queer 
to me.“ 

A prominent citizen, conversant with 
the ways of Wall street, says that the 
story of fraudulent bonds is extremely 
improbable, for no brokers—even green 
goods men—would have the temerity 
to offer such things in an open market.

FREIGHT VIA PANAMA 


LOS ANGELES MERCHANTS ARE 
DEMANDING LOWER RATES. 


Organised Effort te Induce Panama 
Steamers to Stop at a 
Local Pert. 


Western Lines Getting Ready to Cut 
Rates ie the National Nase 
tonal Converntion at Denver. 


The Reduced Freight Rates of the 
Unten Pacific Are Being Met 
by Other Roads—General and 
Personal Mention. 


The meeting called to consider the 
feasibility of inducing Panama steam 
ers to stop at ports adjacent to Los An- 
geles, was not so largely attended as 
the imbortance of the subject would 
gem to warrant. The following gentle- 
men were present at the Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday afternoon: W. C. 
Patterson, Harris Newmark, Kaspare 
Cohn, Charles 8. Watson, John Wig- 
more, F. W. Brown, Carl Seligman, A. 
8. Robbins, A. B. Cass, J. G. Cham- 
berlain, H. L. Pinneß, Mr. Carvell 
and Mr. Patton of the Johnson-Locke 
Company, San Francisco. 

The meeting was in the assembly 
room, and was presided over by Presi- 
dent Patterson, who stated the object 
of the meeting. He said, by reason of 
the low freight rates made by two Pan- 
ama lines of steamers, San Francisco 
jobbers are able to cut under jobbers 
here. Los Angeles merchants should 
éndeavor to secure the same rates by 
having the steamers stop here. 

A. B. Cass of thé Cass-Smurr Stove 
Company was requested to make some 
remarks on the situation, and stated 
that the Merchants’ Association of San 
Francisco some time ago subsidized the 
Columbian line of steamers to run be- 
tween Panama and San Francisco, with 
the express stipulation that they should 
stop at no intermediate ports. This line 
has, however, since been absorbed by 
the Panama Railway and Transporta- 
tion Company, and the steamers are 
now at liberty to make calls at other 
ports. By this line of steamers freight 
rates from New York to San Francisco 
are made 25 per cent. less per carload 
and 20 per cent. less in smaller lots 
than the all-rail charges. This mar- 
gin in freights enables San Francisco 
jobbers to bring their goods into Los 
Angeles territory and undersell local 
jobbers. Recently the Columbian line 
steamers have extended their trips to 
Portland, Or., giving Portland the same 
rates as San cisco. This shows 
that the company is inclined to stop its 
steamers at any port where there 
sufficient business. With a guarantee 
of 1000 tons of freight per month, Mr. 
Cass thought, the steamers could be in- 
duced to call regularly at Los Angeles. 

Superintendent Chamberlain of the 
Los Angeles Iron and Stéel Company 
thought there ought to be no difficulty 
to get 1000 tons of freight per month 
for the steamers, to or from Los An- 

les. His company was now recely- 
ng over two hundred tons per month 
which could be thrown to the Panama 
company. Recent rates made by the 
railroad companies were hurting the 
sheet-iron industry here, as the manu- 
factured article can be brought in as 
cheaply as the raw material. 

C. 8. Walton of Johnson, Carvell & 
Walton said the Panama steamers 
were having 4 good patronage, and the 
company is putting on more ships as 
the traffic increases. He had no doubt 
the steamers could be induced to stop 
here if the merchants would do the 
right thing, that is, pledge a certain 
amount of freight per month, and then 
ship as much as promised. It was the 
Merchants’ line of sailing véssels car- 
rying freight around t Horn be- 
tween New York and San Francisco 
that brought down railroad freights 
never to go up again to the old figures. 
The merchants of San Francisco paid 
the ship-owners a bonus of $200,000 
and saved money by it. Mr. Walton, 
being a — ey agent himself, 
threw a great deal of light on the 
water transportation question. He 
thought if even so much as 500 tons of 
freight per month was pledged, the 
steamers would call at one of the 
neighboring ports. The proper thing 
for the merchants to do was to find out 
how much business they could promise 
the steamship company, then all stand 
together and furnish all the business 
promised. 

Kaspare Cohn and Harris Newmark 
each spoke of the benefit it would be 
to the hide and wool. trade for the 
Panama steamers to stop at Los An- 


keles. 

On suggestion of President Patter- 
son, A. B. Cass, J. M. Johnston and F. 
W. Braun were appointed a commit- 
tee to confer with the various shippers 
and ascertain what amount of ocean 
freight Los Angeles can furnish for 
shipment via the Panama route. 

The meeting then adjourned to re- 
convene at the same place Thursday, 
June 27, at 3:30 o'clock p.m., to hear 
the committee's report. 

RATES TO DENVER. 

CHICAGO, June 20.—The western 
lines are getting uneasy over the ex- 
cursion rates to Denver for the Na- 
tional Educational Association next 
month. There has always been a gen- 
erous slashing of the agreed rates dur- 
ing the last few days preceding the 
annual convention of this organiza- 
tion, and all sorts of rumors are float- 
ing around as to what will be done 
this year. An executive officer of one 
of the eastern trunk lines wired to 
Chicago today that it was reported in 
Cincinnati, Indianapolis and other 
places that extensive cuts were being 
made in the rates, and he wanted the 
truth about it, if the truth was ob- 
tainable. The general fear seems to 
be that the Union Pacific has cut, will 
cut, or is getting ready to think about 
cutting the excursion rates to Denver, 
The telegram had the effect of creat- 
ing a large amount of suspicion on 
all sides, although nobody seems to 
have any direct knowledge that the 
rates have been cut. There is no ap- 
parent reason of any sort why the Un- 
ion Pacific should be suspected of mak- 
ing any reductions in passenger rates, 
except that it cut freight Mites some 
days back, and that is nd reason at all. 

CUT FREIGHT RATES. 

CHICAGO du.) June 20.—All Col- 
orado and Utah lines have. decided 
to meet the reduced rates of the 
Union Pacific from the Missouri 
River to those States. The rates to 
Utah will be based on $1.65 per 100 
pounds from the Missouri River. The 
Colorado rates will be as follows by 
classes: $1.40, $1.20, $1, 80 cents, 75 
cents, 65 cents, 55 cents, 45 cents, 40 
cents, 35 cents. This is a reduction from 
the present $1.60 scale, and averéges 
much higher in the lower than the 
higher classes.

The new wagon road will 
be two miles shorter than the present 
road, Grading will be begun at once 
on the roadbed. 

The Salt Valley is out with early 
grapes, probably the earliest in the 
United States. Any way the claim of 
priority is made until other sections 
are heard from. The grapes in question 
were ripe June 13. They were picked 
at the Clayson vineyard and were of 
the Thompson seedling variety. A 
crate of the fruit was shipped East.

NEW YORK, June 10.—(Spectal 
Correspondence.) Mr. Balfour, the 
English statesman, has been dis- 
cussing the question of the effect of 
increased scientific knowledge on the 
lengthening of human life. Medical 
practitioners are a necessity in a mod- 
ern community, but the most valuable 
part of their work is that which gives 
a profounder insight into the nature 
and into the cause of disease, and thus 
increases the sum of human knowl- 


edge of the healing art. Mr. Balfour 
believes the time will soon come when 
the ablest physicians and surgeons 
will be able, through government en- 
dowment, to concentrate themselves 
on medical and surgical investigations, 
instead of wasting the greater part of 
their energies in the struggle to live. 
One of the foremost of living physi- 
cians, with whom he had been speak- 
ing of these happy prospects of scien- 
tine medicine, had told him he did 
not see any Vital or sufficient reason 
Why. when medicine was in the im- 
mediate future better understood, and 
wlien these temperate habits which 
medicine might counsel, but which 
medicine could not enforce, obtained a 
decper and larger hold on the civilized 
world, as undoubtedly they would— 
he did not see any reason why, when 
that time came, the span of human 
life should not be extended to the 
patriarchal term of 120 years. He did 
not know Whether that forecast was 
over-sanguine, but it suggested to hie 
mind, at all events, the reflection, which 
had frequently occurred to him before, 
that, after all, death was not the 
enemy which the medical profession 
had to fight. It was rather the pain 
and the disease which rendered us in- 
effectual for practical work. Cases are 
constantly heard of in which, by the 
eXtraordinary skill of the practitioner, 
and by the appliance of all of the 
most recent medical discoveries, it had 
been found possible to prolong for 
some days or weeks the doomed Mfe. 
When this Command of the moat sclen- 
tic medical resources becomes the rule 
instead of the exception, and people 
learn to regulate their mode of living 
according to the laws of common 


sense, there ean be no doubt that the 


period of useful existence of the hu- 
man race Will be appreciably length- 
ened. 
AN ELEPHANT 

CAM. 

The successful car-builder is sure to 
be as fruitful in expedient as the de- 
mands on his inventive faculties and 
his resources of construction are in- 
finite. Among the almost innumerable 
special forms of cars now seen on in- 
dustrial railways are cars for carrying 
acid phosphate, ladle cars for melted 
iron, oven cars with roller bearings; 
japanning cars, cars to carry a steam 
pump with vertical boiler, automatic 
cars for carrying bag salt, cars for 
carrying silver and lead bars, cars to 
run under a boiler-room ceiling, dry 
kiln cars, bullion cars, built for con- 
venience in slinging the bars; and cars 
for carrying cars. But for originality 
in design the palm will probably be 
given to a car now being constructed 
for the transportation of elephants. 
The elephant has ideas of his own on 
the subject of traveling. He evinces 
a decided preference for an observa- 
tion car. If put in any vehicle in 
which his range of vision is In any 
way interfered with, he promptly pro- 
ceeds to rectify matters, according to 
his way of thinking. He removes any 
bolts, bars or rivets that he can reach, 
and after making a crevice he can 
readily rip open the side of a car, cr 
twist off the bar of a window to se- 
cure a better outlook. The private 
elephant-car now under construction 
is to be provided with an outer wall 
of cypress wood, and with an inner 
coating of smoothly dressed oak. The 
window im be of wrought iron bars, 
fastened with bolts. under the walls. 
The elephant will be able to sati«fy 
his taste for sight-seeing, but the in- 
terior surface of the car will probably 
be a disappointment to him, as it will 
be highly polished, and will t no 
protuberances to etimulate him to the 
exercise of his great dexterity of trunk 
or his remarkable capacity fot evolv- 
ing original forms of “ ” when 
he happens to be in the mood for it. 
MILITARY BICYCLING AND TIRES 

OF LEATHER. 

It has been demonstrated by experi- 
ments in nearly all the WBuropean 
armies that a bicycle corps adus 
greatly to the efficiency of a regiment, 
especially for messenger and orderly 
service, and a body of men [fully 
armed and equipped can cover long 
distances on wheels in remarkably 
quick time. The bicycle has now been 
introduced into many United States 
regiments, and a regular drill kas 
been organized for the wheel train- 
ing of soldiers. A hint worth consider. 
ing is found in the report of the bi- 
cycle corps of the French army. The 
military workshop of Puteaux, in 
France, is turning out leather tires fer 
the army ‘cycles in place of rubber 
ones, which are difficult to repair when 
they break down. Leather tires.can 
be sewn without much trouble by the 
cyclist or a neighboring shoemaker. 
Moreover, they are lighter than rub- 
ber, and less apt to slip on wet pave- 
ments or asphalt. 


MILLIONS WITHOUT BATHS. 

The excursions of the bicyclist into 
every civilized corner of the land bas 
brought out for the first time a very 
important industrial fact, namely: 
That a fortune is awaiting the in- 
ventor who can put on the market a 
cheap, compact bath, preferably of 
tin. just large enough to hold = suf- 
ficient water for a wash-down, but of 
convenient shape for handling and 
stowing away. To the wheelman tiere 
is no greater luxury than a bath at the 
end of a long spin, and he is eompara- 
tively seldom able to get one. Al- 
though our American cities are, on the 
average. far ahead of European cities 
in provisions for promoting hygienic 
conditions, and the personal cleanli- 
ness of their inhabitants, our rural dis- 
tricts are far behind. In many vil- 
lages there is not a sitigle bath to he 
found, and many of the inhabitants 
are not even as conscientious in the 
matter of abhitions as the villager 
who maintained that: “He took a bath 
once a year, whether he needed it or 
not.” With the spread of athletic 
sports the practice of tubbing“ is 
growing in this country. It would b>

USE OF KITES IN WAR. 

Tests in kite-flying fot military pur- 
poses have established the following 
facts: That a  properly-construcied 
kite can be made to fly in the very 
lightest breezes; that by fitting “side- 
lines” to the kite it can be steered 
out of the wind course to an extent 
of at least 45 deg.; that in an average 
wind, say twelve miles as hour, a kite 
can lift off 12 ground a —＋ 4 
to 3.10 per square area, 
that a kite of 500 square feet could 
lift a man: that, if the string of a 
kite carrying a weight breaks, the kite 
forms a good parachute, and descends 
gently; that the length of the string 
is practically unlimited, since, when a 
kite has taken out all the string it is 
able to Hft, the end of the string may 
be affixed to a second kite, and so on; 
that by suitable arrangements of cords, 
etc., a kite may be made to fly quite 
steadily without any possibility of its 
capsizing; that on a perfectly calm 
day a kite can be made to float in the 
air so long as it is towed along at a 
rate of, at least, four miles an hour. 
It is believed that in actual warfare 
kites may serve as a means of com- 
municating between bodies of troops 
when the usual method cannot be con- 
veniently employed. Excellent pie- 
tures of important strategic positions 
and movements have already been 
taken by making a camera-carrying 
kite hover over a given spot. A kite 
may be used for carrying a torpedo 
over the heads of an enemy, for com- 
municating with a besieged place, or 
for raising a man, and in the last re- 
spect a large kite might be employed 
instead of a capitve balloon. Kites 
indeed, should be an indispensable 
auxiliary to a balloon equipment; but 
the advantages in their favor are #9 
enormous that, in course of time, they 
will probably entirely supersede bal- 
loons. The only serious objection to 
the employment of kites in war is the 
possibility of lack of wind force; but, 
practically, this is not so great a dif- 
ficulty as might be imagined. 


| PACKING TEA BY MACHINERY. 


The usual method of packing Ceylon 
tea is to shovel it into a tea-chest and 
allow a breech-clouted and turbaned 
coolie to tramp it in with his feet. No 
matter how ekillfully this was done, it 
was Hable to bruise and crush the leaf, 
and there was always a greater or less 
proportion of dust, or waste in every 
chest. A mechanical tea-packer has 
been invented, which is

greatly improve the standard of tea 
shipped. It consists of a table or plat- 
form, on which the chest is to be 
packed, secured by means of seit- 
centering right and left hand-screws or 
clamps, and connected to the motive 
power. The machine is set in opera- 
tion and a very rapid vibratory or 
trembling motion is imparted to the 
table, which instantly. causes each 
scoopful of tea thrown into the chest 
to settle down compactly within it. 
The rate of vibration is high. The 
tables move to and fro 2000 times in 
a minute. Owing to the peculiar na- 
ture of this vibration neither the fine 
leaf nor the dust separates from the 
coarse, and, consequently, if the tea 
has been bulked before packing, it re- 
mains of a perfectly even grade 
throughout the chest after being 
packed with the machine. It is stated 
that a full-sized chest can easily be 
packed by the apparatus in about two 
minutes, and that from 5 to 8 per cent. 
more ten can be put into a chest in 
this way withont the slightest break- 
age than can be packed without in- 
jury to the leaf by any system of hand 
or foot-packing. : 
POTATOES AS FORAGE FOR CAT- 
TLE. 
The French government Agricul- 
tural Department, after experimenting 
with potatoes as forage for cattle, finds 
that the tubers are a first-rate food, 
whether from the point of view of fat- 
tening or the yield of milk and butter. 
Sheep and oxen thrive much better on 
potatoes and hay than on their ordi- 
nary food, and their flesh was found to 
be in quality. These facts are 
worthy the attention of agriculturists, 
ially those of granitic lands, 
where forage is poor.

THE BUILDING BOOM CONTINUES 
TO GROW. 


Imnfieence of Street Car on 
the Values of Reat 
Estate. 


Sixteenth Street—East Los Angcler— 
South Los Angelies—The South- 
east—Street Assessments. 


Boyle Heights and the Proposed 
Electric Road—Attractions of 
Cahuenga and Antclope Val- 
leys—Northwestern Hills, 


Most of the agents report business 
rather dull during the past week. This 
they attribute to a great extent to the 
hot weather, which has had the effect 
of driving those who are able to get 
away to the beach and of making oth- 
ers feel disinclined to undertake more 
work than is absolutely necessary. 
Some, however, who have stuck close 
to business have been making quite a 
Number of small sales, and altogether 
there is nothing of the deadness that 
has characterized the summers during 
the past six or seven years. 

THE BUILDING BOOM. 

The most noteworthy and encourag- 
tinge feature of the market today is the 
building boom, Which, in spite of the 
Summer season, not only continues in 
full blast but seems to be increasing. To 
Show the manner in which the city is 
pettiing up it may be mentioned that the 
Water company last month report the 
biggest month they ever had, having 
ma no less than 216 house connec- 
tions. Recently during one week sixty 
Duilding contracts were signed. These 
improvements are not confined to any 
particular Kind of building, but in- 
de fine business blocks as well as 
Pesidences, which latter cost all the way 
from $500 to $10,000. 

There is more improvement under 
Way and talked of on Broadway and in 
that neighborhood. Excavation is go- 
ing on for a block like the Wilson Block 
On the Patton lot, just south of that 
Dulliding. S. K. Lindley may decide to 
una a three-story brick building on the 
West side of Broadway, north of Fourth. 

One thing that does much to stimu- 
Tate the building boom is the very 
moderate price of building today, com- 
pared with the price to which Los An- 
geiles people have been accustomed since 
ne boom. For instance, on the 
Wolfskill tract, near the Arcade Depot, 
which been so rapidly settled dur- 

ing the past year, a contractor is put- 
ting up cottages at the rate of $100 a 
room, all complete, including a fence 
wound the lot. It is true that the 
Rooms are not very large, but they are 
gute neat little cottages, and when a 
Man can get a five-room for $500 
and a lot within half a milé of the busi- 
meas center for another $600, there is not 
much excuse for him to eontinue pay- 
ing rent to a landlord 

THE INFLUENCE OF CAR LINES. 

Several facts in connection with the 
real estate market during the past few 
weeks show very plainly the good et- 
fect which the construction of street- 
ear lines has had on property in the 
méighborhood.

SOUTH LOS ANGELES. 

Tet another instance of this is fur- 
mished in the case of the section along 
Central avenue and Adams street, in 
What is now known as South Los.

The service of the Central ave- 
nue car line, which was recently double- 
tracked for the whole distance, has 
Deen improved, and cars are now run 
every ten minutes. In consequence of 
this there is a brisk demand for prop- 
erty out there and several of the

Work is 
Shortly to commence on the construc- 
tion of a fine schoolhouse on this tract 
at Twenty-eighth and San Pedro 
Streets. It will cost about $14,000. 

SOUTHEAST LOS ANGELES.

contest between Fourth street and 
Brooklyn avenue, with indications 
that the former will be the one chosen, 
although Brooklyn avenue has many 
warm friends. At the same time there 
will be nothing to prevent the con- 
struction before long of another line 
by the Brooklyn avenue route, which 
would be of much benefit to the resi- 
dents in the most thickly settled sec- 
tion of the heights, which is north of 
First street. There will also be a good 
opening before long for some company 
to build that cross-town line to which 
The Times has referred on several oc- 
casions, running from the western city 
limits and crossing the river either by 
way of Seventh or Ninth street. 

A Mr. Batley of Oakland, who repre- 
sents an electric railway, stated that 
he was authorized to say that as soon 
as a route was finally determined upon 
his company was ready to push the 
work of construction. The idea at 
present is to build the road as far as 
the Occidental University to begin 
with, and then it is fully believed that 
before long it will be practicable to 
extend the line to Whittier. The resi- 
dents of that section have shown a 
strong desire to encourage the build- 
ing of such a line. Quite a number of 
Boyle Heights property-owners have 
subscribed liberally for the projected 
road, and it is said that over $20,000 is 
in sight. 

The construction of this road will 
work a complete revolution in the 
value of Boyle Heights property, which 
is today, considering its many attrac- 
tions, among the cheapest in the city. 
It may be practicable to make a loon 
line, effecting a junction of the Fourth 
street and Brooklyn avenue routes in 
the eastern part of the heights. 

CAHUENGA VALLEY. 

Another attractive section which is 
looking forward to an early revival 
through the construction of a car line, 
is the Cahuenga Valley. The much- 
talked-of electric road to that place is 
now on the point of materializing. The 
Santa Monica trustees have granted 
the request of the road for facilities, 
and the company has promised to have 
the line extended to Santa Monica, and 
in operation before the close of 1896. 

The importance of the construction 
of this line to the Cahuenga Valley can 
scarcely be over-estimated. The Times 
has frequently called attention to the 
advantages of this garden spot of Los 
Angeles county, which has been so 
much neglected hitherto, and is com- 
paratively unknown, except by name, 
to a great majority of our citizens. 
Much has been said and written of the 
famous San Gabriel Valley, but in 
some respects the Cahuenga has the 
advantage of that beautiful section. 
It is nearer to Los Angeles, it is nearer 
to the ocean, and consequently cooler 
in summer, and then, again, it has a 
larger area of land that is compara- 
tively frostless, upon which the most 
valuable products raised in this sec- 
tion can be grown. It will not be 
many years after the opening of the 
electric road before its entire route 
from Los Angeles to the ocean is lined 
with attractive suburban residences, 
standing in tracts of from one to five 
and ten acres. By planting lemons 

inter vegetables; the owner of 
a fivé@acre place in this section, can, 
if he desires, make his place more 
than If-supporting. 
THE NORTHWESTERN HILLS. 

Still another attractive section which 
will benefit by the construction of this 
line is that which lies on the hills in the 
northwestern part of the city, and 
which is even less known to our people 
than the Cahuenga Valley, that extends 
beyond these hills to the ocean. While 
the new electric company has obtained 
privileges from the Santa Manica Trus- 
tees, it has also made application to the 
City Council of Los Angeles for a street- 
car franchise, the cars to be run by 
electricity, commencing by the intersec- 
tion of Bellevue avenue and Beaudry 
avenue, just this side of the Sisters’ 
Hospital, thence running south on 
Beaudry avenue to Second street, east 
on Second street to Pearl, south on 
Pearl to Sixth, and east on Sixth to Cen- 
tral avenue. This will connect with a 
separate franchise running northwest 
through the hills on to Santa Monica. 
The route selected is the only level one 
through the hills that cannot be paral- 
lelled without heavy grading and it 
should, in course of time, prove a most 
profitable one to the company. The 
road will pass near Elysian and Echo 
parks and willopen up the northwest- 
ern hill section, which contains some of 
the most attractive residence sites in 
the city. 

ANTELOPE VALLEY. 

While on the subject of out-of-town 
real estate it may be in order to go a 
little further and say a few words in re- 
gard to the Antelope Valley, a section 
of Los Angeles county that has also 
been much neglected by home-seekers 
and others until within the past year, 
when it has been rapidly coming to the 
front. The fact that there is a con- 
siderable stretch of alkali land in this 
valley along the route of the Southern 
Pacific railway has given many who 
have passed through the valley an er- 
roneous impression in regard to its 
capabilities. 

The fact is that this elevated exten- 
sion of what was formerly known as 
the Mojave Desert contains many thou- 
sands of acres of excellent land that in 
an average season raises large crops 
of the finest wheat grown in Cali- 
fornia without irrigation, and with 
water will produce in abundance such 
valuable crops as alfalfa, raisin grapes, 
almonds, olives, cherries and other 
fruits. Moreover, the water is there for 
those who have the means and enter- 
prise to develop it. There is a wide ar- 
tesian belt within which water can be 
obtained at a depth of 100 feet or less, 
and ‘there are vast supplies of water 
that. can be obtained from the moun- 
tains by storage, at comparatively 
small expense. 

Residents of Antelope Valley are be- 
ginning to realize the importance of co- 
operation in order to secure the develop- 
ment of that section. Recently about 
one hundred citizens of the valley met 
at Lancaster to discuss the question of 
forming an organization to advance 
the interests of settlers. A  consti- 
tution was adopted and officers elected. 
One of the first things to be considered 
by the association is the building of a 
railroad along the foothills from the 
east to the west side of the valley, 
making connection with the Southern 
California and Southern Pacific roads. 
and bringing the various colonies into 
closer relations with each other. 

After waiting in vain for some time 
for capitalists to build a direct line of 
railroad to connect with the Santa Fe 
System, the ‘colonists have about de- 
cided that they can build the road 
themselves by co-operation. The dis- 
tance is only about one hundred miles 
and the cost, completely equipped with 
side-tracks, stations, etc., and sufficient 
rolling-stock and power to operate, is 
— to be not more than 31.000, 


ALIEN LAWS. 

The alien amendment to the State 
Constitution, adopted last year, is con- 
strued by Atty.-Gen. Fitzgerald to be 
inoperative, without legislative, enact- 
ment, so far as the right of foreigners 
to hold real property in California is 
concerned. It has the effect, however, 
of giving resident foreigners a consti- 
tutional guaranty to the possession of 
personal property, heretofore only ac- 
corded by legislative act. The opinion 
was called forth by the French Consul- 
General, and was forwarded to the 
Governor. 

As the popular interpretation of the 
amendment has been that aliens could 
neither acquire, nold nor transmit real 
property in California, foreign invest- 
ment in State enterprises of late 
fought shy of this State, and it is said 
millions of dollars have been kept away 
which would otherwise have gone into 
mines, and that foreign loans have 


been refused for fear that the amend- 
ment might throw a cloud on titles in 
case of a foreclosure on mortgaged 
property. 

t appears that a somewhat similar 
1 has been arousing some interest in 
Illinois of late. Reterring to a case 
which was recently decided there, the 
American Cultivator says: 

“An important case has lately been 
decided by the Illinois Supreme Court, 
denying the right of real estate own- 
ers to will property to aliens. The case 
had its origin in the will of John Egan 
of Sangammon county, leaving his 
property to a nephew in Ireland. This 
will his American nephews contested, 
claiming that the property, being real 
estate, could not be devised to an alien, 
and claiming that, as next of kin, they 
are its rightful heirs. The Sangammon 
County Court granted the petition of 
the American nephews and gave its de- 
cree in their favor. The Supreme Court 
having confirmed this decision, the con- 
troversy will probably go no further, as 
the United States Supreme Court would 
not set aside the Illinois law on which 
the decision is based. 

“In New York State aliens can buy 
and hold property, but at their death 
all real estate reverts to the State. The 
Legislature, however, where there are 
children or other heirs of the estate 
who are citizens of the United States, 
usually releases the State’s claim to the 
property. But if there are no heirs by 
blood of American citizenship it is not 
easy to get a remission of the States 
claim. Many years ago a weii-to-u0 
farmer died without making a will, and 
leaving only his widow. As he had 
never become a citizen, his wife was 
also alien, and could not inherit his 
property, a valuable farm. But she be- 
came a citizen, and as the death of her 
husband occurred while a small tax re- 
mained unpaid, she, allowed the farm 
to be sold to pay the tax, and thus se- 
cured a title from the State. The sale 
of property on execution or to foreclose 
a mortgage is also sometimes used to 
confirm a dubious title. If all the legal 
technicalities required in such sales are 
attended to, this will give an absolute 
title, where without this procedure 
such title would have been impossible. 

“Tilinois has lately enacted laws mak- 
ing further purchase of land by aliens 
impossible in the State. Large tracts 
of Illinois lands are owned by Lord 
Scully of Ireland. who derives a large 
revenue by renting them. It is prob- 
able that when the present owner 50 
this Illinois real estate dies, there will 
be considerable controversy as to the 
legal ownership of these lands, and, un- 
der the recent decision, they may re- 
vert to the State it their owner has no 
relatives who have the good fortune to 
be citizens of this country.

The warrant and assessment for the 
sewer on Crocker street between Third 
and Fourth streets was dated and de- 
livered to the contractors, Frick Bros., 
June 13. Payments should be made to 
them at their office at No. 203 North 
Main street. These assessment swill 
begin to draw 10 per cent. interest thirty 
days after the date of the warrant.

ERRINGTON’S CRIME. 


HIS WELL-AIMED BULLET KILLED 
HERBERT E. JONES. 


Mrs. Jones Held Indirectly Respon- 
sible for Her Huasband’s Death— 
Errington Charged with Murder. 
Verdict of the Coroner’s Jury. 


Herbert E. Jones, the young man 
who was shot by J. Bidwell Errington 
on the evening of June 111, died in the 
receiving hospital at 7:25 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. He had been gradu- 
ally sinking for the last few days and 
his death was fully expected. 

The body was removed to Kreglo & 
Bresee’s undertaking rooms, where Dr. 
E. A. Bryant held an autopsy. The bul- 
let which produced his death was found 
imbedded in the spinal column, where it 
lodged after passing through his left 
lung. 

Coroner Campbell held an inquest in 
the afternoon, at which the jury found 
that Jones came to his death from a 
gunshot wound inflicted by J. Bidwell 
Errington, and that Mrs. Jones was in- 
directly responsible for her husband’s 
death by keeping company with other 
men. The jury also incidentally con- 
demned the pernicious practice of the 
indiscriminate carrying of firea 

At the conclusion ofgthe inquest De- 
tective J. J. Hawley swore to a com- 
plaint charging Errington with mur- 
der. The complaint was filed by 
Deputy District Attorney James in Jus- 
tice Morrison’s court, where Errington 
will be arraigned for examination .at 
9:30 o’clock this morning. 

Errington was present at the inquest 
and was an interested spectator. He 
showed not the least sign of agitation 
over the grave position he is placed in. 
He was accompanied by his brother, 
who came here from Napa to arrange 
for his defense. Attorneys Bowen and 
Holloway have been retained in the 
case. The Coroner did not place Er- 
rington on the witness stand. 

No facts were brought out at the in- 
quest that have not already been pub- 
lished. Dr. Bryant, who attended the 
deceased during all the time he was in 
the receiving hospital, gave a history 
of the case and described the character 
of the wounds as revealed by the 
autopsy. The bullets extracted by the 
doctor and the pistol from which they 
were fired were placed in evidence. 

Mrs. Cora Jones, the widow of the dead 
man, was put through a rigid examina- 
tion by the Coroner, during which she 
admitted that her husband had no re- 
volver, although he had made threats 
to shoot Errington. She told Erring- 
ton that Jones said he would shoot him, 
but the latter only said, Let him shoot 
away.” She said she did not think 
Jones was in earnest when he talked 
about shooting. 

A. J. Springer, the fireman to whom 
Errington surrendered, was the only 
other material witness. He produced a 
coblestone about the size of a man’s fist 
which he said he found on the lawn in 
front of the Orient house, where Erring- 
ton said he saw Jones throw something 
after the shooting. It will be part of 
Errington’s defense to show that Jones 
had this stone in his hand when he 
struck at Errington before the latter 
pulled his gun and began shooting. The 
revolver which it was alleged Jones was 
seen to throw away has never been 
found, and so far no evidence has been 
produced to show that he had one. 

Among some of the exhibits submitted 
to the jury were some verses—doggerel 
—written by Jones, which showed that 
he was inclined to be sentimental. One 
of these screeds was headed “The For- 
lorn Husband,” and bemoaned the fact 
that his wife had left him and brought 
suit for divorce. Another, entitled 
“Looking Backward,” was of a similar 
tenor and was also written during their 
separation. Another was headed “Our 
Baby” and was written after the in- 
fant’s death. 

Mrs. Jones said her action for divorce 
was based on the grounds of extreme 
cruelty, but admitted that his acts of 
cruelty consisted principally of his ob- 
jections to her keeping the compa of 
other men. In plain English, Mr. Jénes 
was jealous and had good reason to be. 

Jones was a native of Wales, 27 
years old, and the jury found that he 
“came to his death on the 20th day 
of June, 1895, by a gunshot wound in- 
flicted by a 32-caliber revolver in the 
hands of J. Bidwell Errington, and we 
believe Mrs. Cora Jones was indirectly 
the cause of her husband’s death, in- 
asmuch as she refused to heed her hus- 
band’s pleadings to not keep company 
with other men. Furthermore, we de- 
plore the fact that firearms are car- 
ried and used so freely on the streets 
and in public places, rendering it un- 
safe for people to appear in public, 
and we recommend that the full pen- 
alty be dealt to those who are guilty 
of such an offense.”’ ; 

The verdict was signed by the fol- 
lowing jurors: H. C. Poyser, foreman; 
Carlos L. Smart, Albert K. Fox, Oliver 
O. App, Andrew Thompson and J. 8. 

man. 

The jury’s recommendation in re- 
gard to the carrying Of firearms was 
anticipated by Detective Hawley, who 
started in to make an example of Os- 
car Smith, the young man who has 
been posing as the boon companion of 
Errington and the Joneses ever since 
the tragedy. Hawley arrested Smith 
a few days ago for carrying à con- 
cealed weapon, but as the detective 
failed to file a complaint against, 
Smith the next day, he was released. 
This did not cure him of the gun habit, 
however, and, being caught once more 
with a pistol on his person, he was 
thrown in again. In the Police Court 
vesterdsav he pleaded guiltv. and made 
a plea for mercy. Justice Morrison re- 
served sentence until today. 

Errington's brother who is here, says 
Smith's story about the elder Erring- 
ton being a millionaire is all wind. 
His father is not very wealthy. The 
old man lives at Napa, and was in 
Los Angeles several months last win- 
ter for his health. The brother says 
this is the first time any of the family 
have been in trouble. He says Bid- 
well has always been a good, hard- 
working young man, and he hopes the 
public will not think too hardly of 
him for the trouble he has gotten into. 
He did not do the shooting malici- 
ously, but in self-defense. 

Mrs. Jones has simulated grief over 
her husband's death with poor success. 
She showed few signs of sorrow at 
the inquest, but disclosed her purpose 
to remain at the undertaker’s during 
the night to sit up with the corpse.

WHAT CAN. BE FOUND IN RESER- 
VOIR WATER. 


? 


A Scholarship Given to Throop In- 
stitate—After the Street-sprink- 
lers—The Coming Eastern Star 
Meeting. 


PASADENA, June 20.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence:) The subject of the im- 
purities in the Pasadena water supply 
is exercising the minds of many of the 
residents, here, and some exaggerated 
reports have gained circulation. That 
living animals have come through the 
pipes in various parts of the city is true, 
but most of these are frogs in the tad- 
pole stage, or small fishes. The presence 
of .vegetable growth on the uncovered 
reservoirs is admitted by the directors 
of the water company, but Prof. Me- 
Clatchie, who has given the subject 
some study, and whose eminence as a 
biologist qualifies him to speak with au- 
thority, says the growth of plants them- 
selvés does not injure the water any 
more than plants injure air by growing 
in it. “On the contrary, they remove 
from both a compound, carbon di-oxide, 


that is injurious to animal life. But 


the growth of these plants is necessar- 
ily followed. by their decay, and they 
also furnish food for animal life.” 
Plants require sunlight for their growth, 
and where there is no sunlight there is 
an absence of plant life. With the elim- 
ination of the plants upon which the 


marine animals feed comes the extinc- | 


tion of the animals themselves. Two spe- 
cles of water beetles, two of tadpoles 
and four of toads and frogs were found 
by the..professor in making a test of 
the water in the reservoirs, and he 
states they are such animals as are con- 
nected with decay, and that no disease 

erla were discovered. The germs 
of plant life always found in water are, 
he says, slightly, if at all, injurious to 
the human system. Besides the larger 
animals, there were found microscopic 
worms, infusoria, water mites, larvae of 
insects and rhizopoda, such minute anti- 
mals as are connected with the decay 
of vegetation and form food for the 
larger animals. While it is true that 
the water is conducted to the reser- 
voirs in covered pipes and is screened 
before it enters the the receptacle no 
amount of. care can prevent the 
formation of vegetable growth and 
the consequent multiplication of 
animal life, as long as the water 
is. exposed to sunlight. The decay- 
ing vegetation is necessarily de- 
leterious to the human system, and dur- 
ing the heated weather of summer it 
fortis’ with exceeding rapidity. The 
prudent will not only carefully filter 
the water before using it, but will boil 
it, to destroy the animal life and render 
innocuous the decaying vegetable growth 
that comes through the pipes in micro- 
scopic filaments, and will then aerate 
the water before using. It is certain 
that the water companies could and 
should eliminate these nuisances, when, 
as at present, the complaint is general 
and the presence of the foreign 
substance is notable. One of the direc- 
tors of the water companies, when seen 
today upon the subject, was disposed to 
take the yiew that the people were un- 
reasonable in their complaints, and that 
since the directors of the company had 
the whip in hand, in the matter of own- 
ing the controlling stock and intending 
forever to own it, they would do as they 
pleased and cover the reservoirs or not 
as they see fit. As a matter of fact, no 
directors of any company or corpora~ 
tion have any more power to maintain 
anything that may be considered a nui- 
sance, a menace to the public health, 
than has any private individyal, ac- 
cording to the legal advice taken upon 
the subject, and the same resource is 
opened to the injured in each case. * 
adena has a water system of which it 
feels justly proud, and its water is as 
absolutely pure as can be found in any 
uneovered reservoirs anywhere, but 2 
part of prudence, in the opinion of the 
community, is to conserve the public 
health, even though every fractional 
share of the stock should be 2 
to provide means for the covering © 
the reservoirs in a substantial way 80 
that all sunlight will be excluded. 

STREET SPRINKLING AGAIN. 

The complaint of the people in the 
northern and eastern part of town in 
regard to the unsatisfactory work of 
the street springling department, 
which abated somewhat a fortnight 
ago, when a spasmodic attempt was 
made to thoroughly do that work, has 
recommenced, and “kicks” of great 
vigor are heard daily from almost 
every street in that section. Standing 
on the corner of Colorado street and 
Fair Oaks avenue at almost any hour, 
in the last three days, the distance 
northward, beginning with the termi- 
nation of the asphalt pavement, has 
been a haze of dust. North Marengo 
avenue is watered once a day, in the 
morning, and from that time until the 
next morning, the residents along that 
thoroughfare must stay indoors or be 
choked with the dust. East Colorado 
street, North Los. Robles, Moline and 
Madison, and other less traveled 
streets, are undeniably dusty at nearly 
all times; and the residents thereon de- 
clare that they pay. taxes for what 
they expect to have, and “if not why 
not?” .

SANTA MONICA, June 20.—(Regular 
Correspondence.)

A thir- 
ty⸗toot sail craft, operated here as a 
pleasure boat by A. B. Benson, went 
onto the beach and was wrecked last 
night near Ballona. Just how the boat 
came to her fate has not been satisfac- 
torily explained.
